Two of the same districts showed the 
largest congestion of cases, 7.293 in 
New York on July 31. New Orleans. 
3,196, but th e Richmond district came 
third with 2,568. 
A total of 1,392 cases were t e r m i ­ 
nated by convictions and 202 by a c ­ 
quittals and dismissals. 
The Cincin­ 
nati district led with 280 by conviction 
with the New Orleans district second 
with 268 convictons.
